Medical 
examiners said she had been slain not 
more than an hour and possibly 15 
minutes before the body was found.

WOLL URGES UNITED. 
ATTACK ON DRY LAM 


PHILADELPHIA, ‘April 27.—-() 
Matthew Woll, vice president of the 
America Federation of Labor, today 
called upon all laboring men to unite 
in efforts to modify the 18th amend- 
ment, 

Woll made his plea at a. conference 
of organized labor’s national commit- 
tee for modification of the Volstead 
act. A report submitted to the con- 
ference declared a congressional sur- 
vey showed a modification of the Vol- 
stead act is possible in 1932. 

The report, prepared under direc- 
tion of Woll, who is head of the com- 
mittee, and I. M. Ornburn, president 
of the Cigarmakers’ International 
Union, said: “Our survey indicates 
that victory is in sight of those who 
have voluntarily enlisted in this cause 
will make their wishes known to the 
senators and congressmen from their 
states.” 

“Prohibition,” Woll said today, “is 
becoming an important question in la- 
bor phases. Congress has disregarded 
facts and has been following whims 
and fancies which lead nowhere.

“There is too much law and order 
today. It is unfair. I want to see 
the shackles of injunction broken, if 
10t by lawful methods, then through 
physical resentment.

“Labor is against the saloon, but 
God save us from the speakeasy. I am 
opposed to communism, but if con- 
gress is justified in socializing the 
conducts and habits of the nation, 
then it is also justified in socializing 
prosperity.” 

Mayor Harry A. Mackey, of Phila- 
delphia, told the conference that he 
was “here to endorse whatever you 
do and whatever you recommend, be- 
cause you are in touch with the com- 
mon people. You are meeting in a 
city where 95 per cent of the people 
are at war with prohibition and with 
the hypocricies, intolerances and prej- 
udices occasioned by the antiquated 
1794 blue laws.”

Typhoid Mary, who achieved fame 
by traipsing from place to place, in 
pursuit of her employment as cook— 
they tell me she was one grand cook 
—and innocently leaving,in her wake 
a long line of typhoid fever cases, at 
least taught the man in the street that 
there is such a thing as a healthy 
“carrier” of disease. 

A typhoid germ “carrier” is a per- 
son who has had typhoid fever (wheth- 
er the original illness was so diagnos- 
ed or not) at some time past, perhaps 
many years ago, and _ still harbors 
somewhere in the body a focus of in- 
fection whence virulent typhoid bacil- 
li are given off either constantly or at 
intervals, so that the individual may 
spread the disease just as though he 
or she were ill of typhoid fever. 

To the best of our present knowl- 
edge most known typhoid carriers, if 
net all, harbor the focus of infection 
in the gallbladder. That is a little 
sac the size of a hen’s egg or smaller, 
which serves as a reservoir for bile, 
which it squirts. through the gall-duct 
into the intestine a few inches below 
the lower gateway of the stomach, at 
intervals, as the bile is required for 
intestinal digestion. Once the gall- 
bladder is so infected extirpation is 
the only effective way to cure the car- 
rier state. Are we justified in asking 
an innocent typhoid carrier to give 
up his or her gallsac merely to put an 
end to the elimination of the typhoid 
germs? If I were the “carrier” 
should prefer the operation to the con- 
stant supervision and surveillance of 
the health authorities. A gallbladder 
is more or less superfluous in the. mod- 
ern human economy anyway. What’s 
the odds if it has gone bad on a fel- 
low? Besides, we know that uncured 
typhoid infection of the gallbladder 
often leads to gallstones after several 
years. Who wants to save a sacful 
of gallstones or the making of one? [| 

Diphtheria carriers are as hard to 
cure as typhoid carriers. Most diph- 
theria carriers harbor the diphtheria 
germ focus in the tonsils. Radical

Is not the statement that all 
men are created equal, a _ philo- 
sophic and economic error, and 
why was it ever put into the 
Declaration of Independence? 


I do not think the American people 
could be persuaded to take this asser- 
tion out of that historic document.» It 
is qualified, as you doubtless remem- 
ber, by the further statement that all 
men are endowed by their Creator with 
certain inalienable rights. Plainly 
enough the fathers of the republic re- 
fused to place those rights on any 
lower basis than that of Divine au- 
thorization. “Life, liberty and the pur- 
suit of happiness” were not to be left 
to the tender mercies of any human 
organization. 

In these essentials the author of the 
Declaration viewed his fellow crea- 
tures from the standpoint of God's 

urpose. Of course Jefferson knew, as 
4incoln did later, that all men are not 
equal in physical or intellectual en- 
dowments. They do not start from 
scratch with the same personal equip- 


ment or inherited advantages. But the 
goal for which they contend is one 
and the same, And it is the duty of 
their rulers to keep the course clear 
for a fair contest. ‘To this end a civil- 
ized state endeavors to insure equal- 
ity before the law. When such equal- 
ity is denied the anger of the people 
should blast*its deniers. Those who 
will not insist on justice do not de- 


serve justice. 

But the equality the Declaration 
names is as valuable for what it pre- 
dicts as for what it gives. It sets 
the mark, not only for our time but 
for all time. It serves as a stumbling 
block to would-be-lords of the human 
heritage. It er pride of birth. 
race prejudice, wealth’s vulgar assump- 
tions and the bloated pretensions of 
snobs and parasites. venture the 
assertion that the axiom you criticize 
is more true now than when it was 
so boldly issued, and that it is not half 
as true now as it will be in humani- 
ty s ever broadening future. /
